WEBSTER SCHOOL REPORT. 


To THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF WEBSTER: 


Your school boord is again called upon to make its an- 
nual report, and is gratified to be able to scy that the past 
year has been, on the whole a successful one in our 
schools. 

It is to be regretted that parents do not visit the schools 
and confer more frequently with the teachers in regard to 
the school life and work of their children. 

There should be the closest and most sympathetic co- 
operation between parents and teachers. 

There should be frequent conferences ana all in the 
spirit of mutual helpfulness. The training of a child is not 
an easy task. Itcalls for-wisdom, patience, sympathy and 
love abounding. 

Teachers like parents are but human and like them have 
human weaknesses 

As soon as it appears that matters are not going right 
with the boy or girl at school, parents and teacher should 
seek each other our and talk matters over frankly, and 
then each pledge the other, the help that each needs. 

But how many talk these matters over with their child- 
ren, instead of going to the teachers or School Board. 
This we think is a very unwise thing to do. During the 
past year, we have purchased six Outline Maps, which 
have been appreciated by both teachers and pupils and we 
think the money well invested. 

We have used the money which was appropriated for 
repairs, as follows; 
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Built a new shed on Corser Hill, shingled one side of 
the school house and painted school house and shed, with 
the addition of Sweatt’s Mills and Pleasant Street school- 
houses which were given a fresh coat of paint. Sweatt’s 
Mills, Putney Hill and Bashan school sheds were re-shin- 
eled and other minor repairs. 

There have been six schools in town the past year of 31 

weeks each, and during that time there has been three 
hundred and eighty-three visits made by parents and 
friends, sixty-six of these were made by the committee. 
_ The largest number of pupils enrolled in any one term 
was twenty-two, the smallest number six but, during the 
year we have had 2229 absent and 113 tardy marks. Whose 
fault is this? There were seventy children between the 
ages of five and sixteen years by Enumeration Cards, 
September 1905.
